I have  the  honour  to  present  mv  Annual  deport  for  1955« 

1955  has  been  a veer  of  some  satisfaction  from  the  Public 
Health  point  of  view  but  complacency  remains  an  ever  present 
danger.  Even  before  the  year  closed  the  first  cases  of  dysentery, 
unrecognised  and  un-notified  were  occuring  in  the  near  by  district. 

As  soon  as  the  schools  reassembled  in  January  195 6 the  storm  broke 
and  the  dangers  of  slackness  in  domestic  hygiene  became  painfully 
apparent  in  many  households. 

The  staff  of  Holmeleigh  deserve  special  congratulations  on  their 
control  of  the  disease  in  the  Homes.  Despite  the  notorious  inf activity 
of  sonne  dysentery  spread  within  the  Homes  v/as  very  little. 

Dr  -ing  1955  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  very  low. 

Housing  entered  a quiescent  phase  during  the  year  with  the  main 
post-war  site  completed  and  the  slum -clearance  programme  not  yet  under 
way. 

A new  housing  site  comparable  with  Tennyson  Gardens  will  be  difficult 
to  find  without  incurring  great  expense  or  serious  difficulties  with 
sewerage,  whilst  lend  cleared  of  old  property  is  a very  difficult 
proposition  to  redevelop. 

May  I,  once  again  thank  all  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  during  the  year.

'Che  awakening  cf  conciencc  thus  shown  is  most  satisfactory 
although  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  at  most,  less  than  half  the 
babies  born  in  Horncastle  have  any  protection. 

At  the  moment  of  writing  the  first  batch  of  children  to 
receive  poliomyelitis  vaccination  have  just  been  given  their  first 
injection  and  no  upsets  have  been  reported. 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  will  of  course,  involve 
much  f your  Hcdical  Officer's  time  when  it  is  resumed  although 
the  1'  ger  numbers  are  likely  to  be  more  efficiently  administered 
so  th  more  children  are  dealt  with  with  less  travelling. 

Pood  Poisoning 


In  the  summer  there  v as  a small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
in  which  the  rat-berne  salmonella  typhi -murium  was  responsible. 

A common  factor  was  the  supply  of  row  T.T,  milk  and  the  farm  was 
visited  end  its  hygienic  state  dealt  with.  Nevertheless , one  must 
continue  to  emphasize  that  only  pasteurized  or  sterilized  milk  is  safe. 

Pood  hygiene  in  catering  establishments  is  very  much  in  the 
news  - and  rightly  sc,  0.3  we  in  Horncastle  in  1956  have  begun  to 
learn  to  our  cost:  In  winter  1955/56  a major  epidemic  of  sonne 
dysentery  developed  in  Coningsby  end  soon  spread  to  Horncastle. 

Comment  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  suggested  that  these 
-ere  not  localized  outbre  aks  and  that  cases  were  occurring  up  and  down 
the  Country  although  by  no  means  all  were  either  bacterial ogically 
confirmed  or  even  notified  to  the  respective  Medical  Officers  f 
Health. 

Eysenteiy is  usually  a dj.seo.se  of  contaminated  food  and  that  is 
true  to  some  extent  t the  present  outbreak,  alth  ugh  predominantly 
fo.ulty  training  of  children  (few  of  whom  can  be  relied  upon  to  wash 
their  hands  after  using  the  ¥.C,  ) has  been  the  principal  mode  of 
spread.

I- "eat  Inspection 

During  1955  the  Council  maintained  a Public  Slaughterhouse 
in  Prospect  tract  and  a considerable  proportion  cf  the  meat 
consumed  in  and  around  Horncastle  was  killed  end  examined  there. 

A close  approach  to  100/  inspection  was  achieved  before  and  after 
killing,  in  every  case  the  carcase  was  examined. 
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The  importance  of  this  is  emphasized  by  a finding  of  some  12/ 
of  cattle  and  of  pigs  we re  tuberculous  nd  a similar  proportion 
suffering  from  other  diseases.  This,  it  should  he  noted,  is  in 
spite  of  the  purchase  by  skilled  butchers  of  apparently  first- 
class  animals,  shewing  no  external  evidence  of  disease. 

One  alarming  episode  occurred  when  . calf  suffering  from 
anthr  or  was  unwittingly  admitted  to  the  slaughterhouse  and  dressed. 
This  )f  course,  necessitated  the  destruction  by  fire  of  all  the 
meat  hanging  in  the  slaughter  hall  end  a most  rigorous  programme  of 
disinfection  and  cleaning  of  the  premises. 

At  about  the  some  time  there  were  other  suspected  cases 
in  the  surrounding  district  in  which  again  rigorous  precautions 
were  taken. 

During  the  year,  anxiety  and  confusion  was  apparent  from  the 
lack  of  Government  advice  on  future  development  of  the  meat  trade. 

Other  Hods 

There  was  a.  slight  rise  in  the  amount  of  unfit  foods 
surrendered.  The  increase  being  mainly  imported  carcase  meat. 

Pish 

The  position  has  changed  little  during  the  year,  the  quality 
being  satisfactory  but  the  variety  poor.  One  can  hardly  blame 
traders  for  not  stocking  what  they  cannot  sell,  but  do  they  always 
show  initiative  in  occasionally  offering  different  varieties? 

It  would  be  regrettable  if  the  rising  goner:  ticn  thought  no 
mere  of  fish  than  tinned  pilchards,  ’fish  and  chips’  or  the  rather 
dull  steamed  fish  sometimes  cnco.mtored  in  school  canteens. 

Ice  Cream 

Only  one  producer  remains  in  Korncastle , accounting  only  for 
a small  proportion  of  the  total  sales. 

Sampling  results  were  generally  satisfactory  and  the  two  samples 
not  o to  Grade  I,  nay  well  have  been  due  to  some  delay  in  transit 
to  the  laboratory,  for  no  local  explanation  was  found, 

Ecot_  Products 

During  the  year  under  review  premises  for  manufacture  of  meat 
products  were  not  adequately  inspected  owing  to  the  Inspector’s 
heavy  commitments.  Informal  inspection  by  myself,  usually  at  times 
of  purchasing,  have  not  revcsled  any  serious  contraventions.

to  consumer  is  a serious  obstacle  to 
improvement  and  a significant  quantity  of  milk  is  neither  desi  gnated 
nor  heat-treated.  Perhaps  the  verst  feature  of  this  is  the  u;  e 
of  raw  undesigir- ted  milk  in  cafes,  etc,,  where  the  management  are 
taken  on  trust  by  their  patrons  who  then  give  their  children  unsafe 
railk  to  drink.  Cafe  propriet  rs  would.  be  wise  to  use  only  pasteurized 
mill;  for  the  extra  cost  is  trivial  whilst  a chiles  life  is  priceless. 


khr  Supply 


The  ce -operation  between  Hcrncastlc  hater  Company  and  the  Rural 
District  Council  has  maintained  an  adequate  supply  throughout  the 
very  dry  summer.

Th  oath  was  extremely  popular  during  the  long  hot  summer 
&*id  although  it  still  lacks  the  amenity  of  continuous  filtration, 
it  has  proved  safe  and  valuable  to  tie  comunity.  The  adjacent 
land  has  now  been  acquired  by  the  Council  to  improve  the  amenities. 
Is  finances  permit,  the  Council  intend  to  proceed  steadily  with 
improvements . 

Sewage  Disposal 


The  combined  foul  and  rainwater  sewer  system  has  very  largely 
reached  the  limit  of  its  capacity  so  that,  to  avoid  surcharging  of 
severs , future  policy  will  aim  at  diverting  rain  water  from  the 
sewage  works.  Even  so,  the  loading  of  the  sewers  is  a serious 
factor  in  finding  housing  sites. 

The  settlement  tank  has  been  emptied  and  examined  and  appears 
little  the  worse  for  60  years  of  use  although  it  is  now  overloaded 
by  the  increased  flow.  The  filter  beds  at  Dalderby  cope  with  the  dry 
weather  flow,  but  stormwater  overflows  come  into  action  after  any 
appreciable  rainfall. 

The  decision  whether  major  works  will  be  required  on  the  system 
may  well  depend  upon  ti:  ; extent  to  which  rain  water  can  be  excluded 
nd  inward  leakage  of  s 11  water  checked.  One  major  inward  leak  was 
discovered  and  remedied  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal 


There  is  steady  progress  t owards  the  filling-in  of  the  water 
filled  claypit  at  the  base  cf  the  controlled  tip,  but  it  will  be  some 
years  before  a completely  dry  tip  is  achieved.  Nev ortho  loss 
there  is  no  practical  alternative  to  the  use  of  this  site.  A 
weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  well  maintained. 


FOOD  AN D DRUG':'  ACT , 195_5 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  number  or  distribution 
of  food  premises  during  the  year  and  there  wore  no  circumstances 
which  gave  rise  to  any  serious  anxiety* 

The  effect  of  the  food  and  Drugs  Act  of  1955  and  the  Regulations 
made  under  it  will,  however,  impose  some  stringent  requirements 
upon  all  in  the  food  trade  and  will  call  for  searching  inspections 
at  the  outset,  with  the  probability  of  much  time  being  required 
of  the  Council’s  Officers  in  assisting  traders  in  understanding 
the  requirements  imposed  upon  them,  and  advising  upon  practical 
measures  for  compliance. 

There  ore  special  difficulties  in  Hcracastle  owing  to  the 
dense  crowding  of  business  into  converted  dwelling  houses.  These 
cannot  be  regarded  as  grounds  for  obtaining  certificates  of 
exemption. 

In  the  case  of  the  open  Market,  the  Council  are  accepting 
the  duty  of  providing  hot  water  washing  facilities  for  stall-holders • 

At  present,  apart  from  fruit  and  vegetables  all  food-s tuffs  offered 
on  the  ■ arket  are  pre-\, raped. 

As  mentioned  last  year,  there  is  an  increase  in  demand  for 
frozen  food-stuffs  and  also  in  the  number  of  retailers  of  them.
